Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. Applicant recites "wherein 
said upper pivot shaft is removable" in claim 4. It is not immediately apparent to the Examiner 
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how one having ordinary skill in the art would readily enable or effect said feature in the 
Applicant's claimed invention. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

8. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by Applicant's 
admitted prior art as shown in Figures 1-4. The prior art submitted by the applicant discloses 
[claim 1] a swing boom assembly (Fig. 1, item 32) comprising a fixed base (40), a stubby shaft 
(44) rotatably mounted on said fixed base, a pivot base (22) mounted on said stubby shaft a 
distance away from said fixed base sufficient only to clear said fixed base during rotation, a 
boom (28) pivotally coupled to said pivot base proximate a lower end thereof and having a 
hydraulic piston cylinder (26) coupled between said boom and an upper end of said pivot base 
and operative to raise and lower said boom, wherein said pivot base comprises an upper shaft 
(42), a main body (30) having a pair of spaced apart clevis plates (proximate 24) affixed to each 
end of said upper shaft, and a bearing (34) rigidly mounted around said upper shaft between said 
clevis plates and said bearing having an outer race (proximate 34) rigidly mounted to said fixed 
base. 
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9. The prior art submitted by the applicant further discloses [claim 2] wherein said 
hydraulic piston cylinder is pivotally coupled to said pivot base at a level proximate said clevis 
plates. 

10. The prior art submitted by the applicant also discloses [claim 3] a swivel actuator (38) 
mounted on said fixed base and couple to said stubby shaft, operative to rotate said pivot base. 

1 1 . The prior art submitted by the applicant discloses wherein [claim 4] the upper pivot shaft 
(42) is removable. 

12. The prior art submitted by the applicant further discloses [claim 5] wherein said fixed 
base (40) is part of a skidder. 

13. The prior art submitted by the applicant also discloses [claim 6] wherein said pivot base 
(22) is rigidly affixed to a distal portion of said stubby shaft. 

14. The prior art submitted by the applicant further discloses [claim 7] wherein said clevis 
plates are integral with said main body. 

15. The prior art submitted by the applicant goes on to disclose [claims 8 and 9] the 
inclusion of a bearing (36) coupled to a lower portion of said stubby shaft with an outer race 
rigidly coupled to said fixed base, and said pivot base is rigidly affixed to said stubby shaft and 
including a swivel actuator (38) mounted on said fixed base and coupled to said stubby shaft, 
operative to rotate said stubby shaft.
